before the Forty -fourth general assem ­ 
bly . 
It is proposed to pass a primary ( 
election law to apply to every county 
ln» the state, under which nominations 
fhall be made by all ]>olitioal parties. 
Although both the leading political par­ 
ties declared in favor of such a law 
previous to the election, there is consid­ 
erable opposition to the proposition, 
and regarding tlie minor details there 
is a wide variance of opinion. 
For 
these reasons, it is expected that the 
progress of this line of legislation will 
not be as smooth as friends of the 
proposition have hoped for. 
The bill prepared under the direc­ 
tion of the Republican state central 
committee, which is to be considered, 
is very voluminous, tilling twenty -nine 
pages of printed matter. 
The commit­ 
tee that prepared the measure con­ 
sisted of Homer Tice, of 
(ireenview, 
chairm an; H. T. Burnap 
of 
Alton, 
Jam es Pease of 
Chicago. 
James S. 
Neville of Bloomington and Charles G. 
Eckhart of Tuscola. 
V. A. Wright of 
Chicago was secretary of the commit­ 
tee, which submits its bill as having 
been prepared with the aid and advice 
oi Governor Deneen.

LOVE SPURNED, BOY ENDS LIFE 


Student in East Aurora High School 
Swallows Chloroform. 
Aurora, 111., J an. 16.—J ilted by a 
girl with whom he was madly infatu­ 
ated, Robert Kellogg, aged 
17, 
a 
student at East Aurora High School, 
ended bis life Saturday night by swal­ 
lowing chloroform. His parents found 
him dead In bis room yesterday morn­ 
ing. Kellogg was a member of the 
high school football team, and bis 
team mates were pallbearers at the 


J esse Clemmons ot Compton was 
first called and stated that he was In 
the saloon the night of the shooting 
of Goyen. His recital of events was 
very similar to those previously given. 
He stated, however, that when Dona- 
vin went behind the bar he went as 
far as the cash register, which stood 
in the middle of the bar. ‘ He stated 
that Donavin then came out from the 
back of the bar and said that he had

Witness thought the shoot­ 
ing was between 8 and 9 o’clock.

that previous to the trouble 
Ammerman went to the side of the 
room and took off his overcoat or 
mackintosh, throwing it on a chair. 
He heard nothing said when Donavin 
pulled the gun. 
After the shooting 
the boys jumped on Donavin and took 
thegunaw aj; didn’t know whether 
they kicked him or not; didn’t knov* 
whether he was unconscious 
Lumsden 
and Willman 
testified 
that Donavin had on a soft bat. 
Bruce Stiles testified that he found 
the horse and buggy tied to a tele­ 
phone pole about a block from the 
depot at 5:30 in the morning and took 
it to the liverv. 
He saw a derby hat 
lying under a tree in the street near 
the depot. Told his brother, the vil­ 
lage marshal, that the hat was there. 


J ay Stiles, village marshal, testified 
that he made the arrest and found 
6 
or 8 cartridges in the prisoner’s pants 
pocket; that he bad 
taken the hat 
from his home to J ohn Yetter’s store. 
J ohn P. Yetter, merchant in Stew­ 
ard, testified that he gave the stiff bat 
to Mr. McGowan and that he noticed 
the prisoner wore a soft hat. 
Both 
hats were exhibited in court. 
Deputy Sheriff McGowan testified 
and identified the hats, the soft hat 
having a piece cut out of the sweat 
band. 
He took the prisoner to'Ro­ 
chelle and got his suit case from the 
Hotel DeLoss, turning it over to Atty. 
Harry Edwards.

were linen and underwear, a shaving 
outfit, a small bulldog pattern re­ 
volver and other articles.

Gowan, deputy sheriff, questioned the 
prisoer about his name and home; 
would not give his name at first until

The name of

classes of hard labor. 
In the first class the punishment ad­ 
ministered consists of six to ten hours’ 
work at the treadmill, the crank or the 
capstan, or at stonebreaking or shot 
drill. 
In the second class the hard la­ 
bor really consists of such punishments 
as may be decided by the justices in 
session. 
Penal servitude is the modern sub­ 
stitute for transportation beyond the 
seas. 
A term of penal servitude begins 
w ill) nine months’ hard labor in a j 
probationary prison, and after that the j 
convict is employed on public works ( 
iu a penal settlement. 
The work is | 
comparatively light, and in most pris­ 
ons a well behaved man gets off pretty 
easily.
